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THE NORTH LAND 


AS A SPORTING GROUND 


An Interesting Book Just issued of 
Experieaces in the Canadian 
North 


Many Edmonton people will doubt- 
Jess recall Mr. David T. Hanbury, @ 
eeiebrated English traveller who visited 
Ex¢monton a few years ago. in vhe 
summer of 1801 Mr. Hanbury started on 
en extended hunting trig througia the 
great north Jand and his experiences 
Leave been recently published in book 
form by a London firm. The writer 
went into the north from Winnipeg by 
way of Chesterfield Inlet. 

A large part of tha book is devoted 
to a description of the swharctics as a 
sporting ground. Sport became, indeed, 
a necessity, for on such a journey there 
is inevitably a time when provisions 
run out, and the only resource is what 
cin be Killed along the way. For 
months the party lived on a Straight 
meat diet, and on one or two occasions 
whea crossing p2rticulaily bacren coun- 
try, they were faced with temporary 
starvation. As a rvie, however, the 
morthland abounds with gare, and 
tunting has an added zest because of 
its necessity. It is the land of musk- 
oxen, deer and fish, all of which exist 
in great numbers, with other smaller 
game Iess abundant. A few paragraphs 
from Mr. Hanbury’s book will show 
ecmething of the variety and methods 
of this northern sport :— 

“On August 9th our eyes were glad- 
dened by the sight of @ band of musk- 
oxen, numbering eighteen. They were 
tying on the low, sloping, grassy bank 
on the south side of the river, and were 
quite unconscious cf danger. I had 
with me two Huskies from Baker .Lake 


and wille laying plans for approach- , 


ing the animals I made them promise 
only to kill. one apiece. When the 
three of us had managed to crawl un- 
observed to within 209 yards of the 
herd the musk-oxen very soon appear- 
ed unezsy; they rose, sniffed eat the 
air, and beemed ready for a start. Be- 
ing within range, I fired and kilied 
the only three large bulls in the tand. 
The rest of the herd I allowed to pass 
ame at close range unmolested. 

“Qn the main Ark-i-linik River (be- 
tween Great Slave Lake and Chester- 
field Inlet) there is a stretch of coun- 
try about eighty miles in length, into 
which no human being enters. The Es- 
xim> do not hunt so far west, and the 
Slave Lake Indians do not go so far 
east. Thus there still remains one 
spot in this great -barren northland 
which is sacred to the musk-ox. Here 
ihe animals remain in their primeval 
slate, exhibiting no fear, only curics- 
ity. I approached several ‘herds witk- 
in fifty yards, photographed them’ at 
aclsurc. moving them around as I wish- 
ed. anv then retired, leaving them still 
stujid?y staring at me as if in won- 
der. When deer were not procuradle, 
@ musk-ox was killed. Fish were plen- 
tiful all along the Ark-i-linik; In faci, 
I never saw. such a grand river for 
fish. All animals appear t> be good 
on the Barren Lands; or is it that 
one’s appetite is good? An occasional 
goose was shot, or duck, or ptarmigan 
or an arctic hare; we always had en- 
ou,h, being indifferent as to the ex- 
ect kind of animal which satisfied our 
unger. 

“I have always maintained that ‘Bar-- 
ren Ground’ is a misnomer for the 
northland of Canada. No land can be 
called ‘barren’ which bears wiid flow- 
ers in profusion, numerous heaths, lux- 
uriant grass in places up to the knee, 
and a variety of mosses and lichens. 
It is barren ‘only in the sense that it 
is destitute of trees. 

“Paddling down the river we came 
on signs of musk-oxen, and shortly af- 
terwards saw an old bull lazily wan- 
dering through the thick willows on 
the bank. There was no necessity for 
caution, as the musk-oxen are absurd~ 
ly tame here. I soon rolled him over, 
and he proved to be in excellent condi- 
tien. The flesh of the musk-ox, in 
epite cf the strong smell of musk, is 
excellent eating, but it is generally 
pretty hard and requires much cooking. 
When the animai is In prime condition 
and rolling in fat, the meat is as ten- 
der as English beef. But he is not 
often in this condition. 

“Of other game found on the Ark-l- 
jinik River I may mention moose. I 
have not come ecross the animals’ them- 
selves, but I have seen numerous fresh 


track= and the places where they have 
browsed on the willows. On my ast 
trip I picked up the jawbone of 2 
moose. Blick bears are also found, 
their tracks and other signs being fair- 
ly plentiful. Geese (Canada) nest along 
the main river and on the Barren 
Ground along its: western branch. Ptar- 
migan are very numerous in the willow 
beds along the river. Excellent sport 
might be had by anyone with time and 
emmunition to spare. On a journey 
email game is not interfered with: un- 
Sess other meat and fish gave out.”

are rounded up first in one way and 
ef which Mr. Hanbury says: 

“The deer arrive in bands of from 
about a dozen to as many as two sun- 
dred. Trotting quickly down to the 
paige of the river, they take the water 
without a moment’s hesitation. They 
swim with marvellous speed, aimost ap- 
pear to be trotting, und they keep up 
a pccullar grunting noise while in the 
water. The Huskies wait till they are 
fairly in midstream, then shoot out in 
_their kyaks and surround the band. The 
spcaring then commences. The deer 
then In another until each has received 
‘ts death-thrust.. These deer are most- 
ly cows returning from aear the Arc- 
tic coast with their young. On their 
way to the south they have many riv- 
ers to cross and they naturally choose 
the narrowest parts. The slaughter is 
sometimes great, and, if the deer are 
plentiful, unnecessary spearing may 
take place; but this is exceptional. A 
Husky cannot be expected to be im- 
bued with the same notions of game 
‘preservation as sportsmen. Their fath- 
ers and forefathers always slaughtered 
deer in this fashion, so they think it 
all right. The deer show no signs of 
diminution et present, hor will they so 
long as the ‘population of the north re- 
mains as {t is. They exist in hundreds 
of i ; it is safe tosay millicns; 
and the few killed by the Huskies are 
insignificant. 

‘Occasionally, in fact. very often, deer 
in the northland behave like mad ani- 
mals. Sometimes when travelling on 
large lakes, and on very flat, open 
country, where an attempt to stalk an 
animal would be a waste of time, 2 
band of deer wii! epproach as soon as 
they see the dogs and sleigh. ‘They 
will come right up within easy range, 
ed cthers will continue to run round 
and round the sleigh, and keep the 
party company the whole afternoon. 

“It had often been a puzzle to me 
to accsunt fer the number of woives 
which died cf starvation during the 
winter in a country where deer were 
so plentiful. I questioned the Huskies 
about this, and they replied that wolv- 
es had great difficulty in running down 
a deer. The safety of the deer, no 
doubt, lies in their number.” 

Mr. Hanbury pays a high tribute to 
the natives of this great northland. 
He found them simple, honest, wiiling 
and invariably cheerful, while as com- 
panions and sportsmen he says of 

m : 


“It was a great pleasure to hunt 
with Eskimo. I have shot In many 
lands, but of my many happy recollec- 
tlons I think the happiest are of cari- 
bou hunts with the Huskies. On un- 
favorable ground, and when deer are 
difficult to approach, they hold much 
consultation and prepare deeply- 
thought-out plans for the circumven- 
ion of the animals. An Eskimo who 
is a great hunter can always be de- 
pendea upon to do the right thing, 
and he never ‘shows the least jeal- 
ousy.”’ é 

Even on the coast of the Arctie 
there is sport. When the party had 
reached the northern seas and had 
turned on their way westward they 
still found fisk and flesh in plenty. 
Deer were not so numerous, but to the 
list they now added seals. Birds of 
different species were seen, such ag 
geese, ducks, gulls, cranes, eiderducks 
sandpipers, etc., and ptarmigan were 
very common and tame. The Huskies 
fished for codling and caught thous- 
ands, some cf $.em weighing as much 
as two fovnds. “Across Melville Sound 
they found quantities of salmon. 

“These salmon were bright and sil- 
very on the belly; om the back they 
were of a greenish color, the sides 
were sparsely speckled with e‘rcular 
pink spots, varying from the size of a 
threepenny bit. They were not shape- 
ly fish, having no depth through the 
shoulders. They proved most excel- 
Tent eating, but a diet of salmon 
‘Straight’ is rather rich and apt to 
disagree. { could see no difference be- 
tween these salmon ahd these I had 
Caught in Hudson’s Bay. 

“I was surprised to see so few small 
birds. Apparently tho majority of 
birds that migrate to the north do not 
come so far as the Arctic coast to nest. 
Golden and grey plover and the wad- 
ers, locally known as yellow-legs, were 
absent, and only a very few sanip!p- 
ers were to be seen.” 

The hardest experiences of the whole 
journey were after reaching the Cop- 
mrmine. From the “Arctic to Great 
Bear Liake, navigation was not only 
difficult and much interrupted by rap- 
ids and portages, but the food supply 
ran low. The large game became very 
seares, and for days at a time ‘the 
party were forcad to live on what 
few fish could be caught in the river. 
At this point the Eskimos turned 
back, having carried out their agree- 
ment. for which they had been award- 
ed with numerous presents in trade. 
Mr. Hanbury and h’s two English- 
Speaking companions, rejoined civiliza- 
tion at ‘Fort Norman on Great Bear 
Lake. 

This “Sport and Travel in the North- 
land of Canada” is a book of muck 
iimely inierest now that the atten- 
tion of Canadians and others is being 
‘urned to the fascinating regions that 
make up greater Canada to the north.

A Great Motion, anda Small Vote, but a Big 
Majority

The bill providing for the constru:- 
tion of a railway across Canada from 
ocean to ocean passed its third read- 


ing in the House of Commons at half 
past five this morning, by a majority 
of 46. The vote stood 105 to 59—not 
a large vote in a House of 214 mem- 
ibers, considering the importance of 
the question and the bitterness with 
which the project was épposed from 
start to finish by the opposition 
party. 

Borden and Goverement Ownership 


The final debate, in which the 
jeader of the opposition and the Fin- 
ance Minister took leading parts, was 
most -interesting. Although the 
jeader of the opposition cannot be said 
to be either a great debater or a con- 
structive statesman, he is certainly an 
able lawyer, and the cleverness with 
which, after having adopted so many 
different attitudes on the transson- 
tinental project, on this the day of 
the third reading, he finally gave a 
earefuliy qualified _adhesion to. the 
policy which Mr. Blair announced be- 
fore the bargain was brought down 
aud in support of which he went out 
of office, was very marked. It would 
be jmpossibie to follow in short space 
all the different views supported at 
different times by Mr. Borden: it is 
encugh to point out that when Mr. 
PBjair made his pronouncement in fav- 
or of the extension of the Intercol- 
erial to the Pacific ocean, Mr. Eor- 
gen did not support him, but instead, 
produced what he called an alterna- 
tive scheme which invoived the pur- 
chase of the C. P. R. line from North

ernment ownership at the price. Hav- 
ing allowed the opportunity which 
then existed to pass by, having see- 
sawed on the transcontinental rail- 
way question from that time until 
the vote on the third reading was 
taken yesterday, it is merely an at- 
tempt to gull the public on the part 
of Mr. Borden, and to justify his 
support of railway monopoly in the 
Nerthwest, by giving a qualified ad- 
hesion to the abstract principle of 
government ownership of a trans- 
eontirental railway. He and his 
party, whatever name they give the 
principle which they advocate for the 
moment, have ever and always been 
fighting the battle of C. P. R. mon- 
opoly in the West, and his proposed. 
amendment of last night was merely 
huis last effort in that behalf. 


The Minister of Finance Hits Hard 


The Minister of Finance had not 
spoken at length during the debates: 
of this session, but, he had evident- 
ly been doing a good deal of think- 
ing, for when he rose to reply to Mr. 
Borden at half past five in the after- 
noon, he began at the beginning, and 
when he closed at half past eleven 
in the evening, it was universally ad- 
mitted that he covered the ground to 
the end, mesiing every argument that 
bad been put up in opposition to the 
government’s proposals squarely and 
thorouzhly, and as squarely and thor- 
ouzhly justifying those proposals 
from beginning to end. No more 
thorouch representation of a great 
question was ever made to the Cana- 
dian House .of Commonsthan that by 
the Minister of Finance on Thursday 
night, and no greater question was 
ever considered by the House of Com- 
mons. It would be unfair to quoie 
from such a long and able speech, 
for quotations would not do it jus- 
tice; but one may be given, as it 
meets an argument of the obstruc- 
tionists so thoroughly. Several of 
them in moving or speaking in sup- 
port of their numercus amendments, 
had said that no matter what amend- 
ment was moved the government 
would net accept it. Mr. Ficiding 
said that the experience of tie de- 
bate was that if the government pre- 
sented the Ten Commandments and 
the Lord’s Prayer to the House as a 
-tatement cf their policy, the leader 
of the opposition «and the member 
from Hamilton would certainly move 
amendmerts to them. 


What the Grand Trunk Wanted and What 
it Got 


During the debate the assertion had 
frequently been made by the oppo- 
sition that the Grand Trunk Com- 
pany in the first place had been will- 
ing to build a railway from North 
Bay to the Pacific ocean fer the or- 
dinary cash subsidy, that is to say, 
$3,200 a mile where the railway cost 
less than $15,000 a mile, and $6,400 
where it cost) up to $30,006 a mile. To 
settle the point, Mr. Fielding read the 
Grand Trunk Company's first pro- 
posals which had been submitted to 
the Premier in the form of 2 confi- 
dential document, but which~ the 
Grand Trunk Company had, on. re- 
quest, given permission to usc pub- 
licly. In this proposal the company 
asked for a cash bonus of $6,409 ver 
mile from North Bay to the Pacific; 
2 Jand bonus of $5,000 acres per mils, 
admission of material free of duty, 
perpetual freedom from taxatien and 
freedor of land grant ircm taxation 
for twenty years. Mr. Fielding es- 
timated the value of the bonus and 
concessions asked for by the Grand 
Trunk at this time at 53 millions of

Winnipeg, June Srd.--“It was a grave 
mistake to bring Doukhobors to Can- 
ada,” declared Prince Oukhtomsky, 
leading editor of St. Petersburg, on his 
return last evening from his visit to 
the Douknobor settlement at Yorkton. 

“They are rot contented, and never 
will be In this country. I find them 
much more’ dissatisfied here than they 
were in thelr home in the ‘Caucasus 
mountains {n southern Russia. An evi- 
dence of their discontent is their re- 
ligious restlessness. Such pilgrimages 
2s they have attempted here were nev- 
er heard of in Russia. 

“Your climate here is hard on the 
Doukhobors. They are vegetarians and 
disdain to be called cattle breeding 
people. Their yegetables have not been 
growing well this year and they are 
discouraged. There can be no doubt 
that they were in better condition and 
a better climate in southern Russia. 
They were accustomed to a long hot 
summer and wil! never get used to 
your short summer and very cold win-

WAR NOTES 


In view cf the capture of Kin Chow 
by the Japs from the Russians, it is 
interesting to recall its capture by the 
Japs from the Chinese in 1394. 

Tt was on October 24, 1894, that 
second army commanded by Field Mar- 
ghal Count Oyama, landed at Kwayuen- 
kiu, some miles north of Kin Chow. 
The latter [s a walled town lying at 
4he junction of the two main roads of 
the peninsula, one of which passes, 
northward along the east coast to Tak- 
mashan and the Yalu river; the other 
along the west coast to New Chwang 
and Shanhaikwan. 

It may be considered as an outpost 
ef Port Arthur, which is situated £2 
miles to the south. A little south ‘of It 

ihe peninsula narrows to a neck which 

ncasures about two and a half miles 
from coast to coast, and so, all things 

considered, the Chinese ought to have 
met the enemy with a determined front. 

Fut the place fell in two hours, and 
«his without any such stout resistance 

es the defenders of Pyong Yang of- 

ered. : 

The invading army advanced upon 
the enemy in three columns, the right 
wing led py Lieut-General Yamaji 
from the New Chweng road, the left 
wing under Major-General Nog. from 
the Kin Uhow road, which runs along 
the eastern coast of the peninsula, and 
the center under Colonel Kono, also 
along the same road; but after the leit 
wing hed started and taken the pcs- 
tion assigned to it. Nogi’s column ad- 
yareed first, and after a few gun f-res 
were exchanged between its van and 
the garrison the remaining two col- 
a:mns began to move. 

It was about 6 o'clock in the morn- 
ing that the three columns reached the 
vicinity of the stronghold. For about 
raif an hour cannoneding was keot up 
between the Invaders and the garrison; 
but as soon as ths enemy gave some 
gigas of wavering the Lieutenant-Gen- 
<ral ordered ths bugle men to blow 
{quick stirring notes as a Signal for a 
general assault. At this the invaders 
svith the speed and violence: of a hur- 
ricane rushed toward the castle with 
terrible war criss. This was about 8.- 
of? o'clock. 

Bui the wall cf the castle was strong 
and high, and, morsover, ths defenders 
fired at the enemy thrcugh loophoies 
cozvtructed In tho wail. Th: invaders

were equaf to the cccasion. General 
Yamaji gave crders to the engineering 
corps to blow up the northern gate of 
the castle. It was a dosperate 
f-r the defenders still kept on firing 
through. *h2 ‘oopholes. Nevertheless, 
an ensign led a party cicse under the

against the gate, and it was soon shat- 
tered by the explosion. 

Through the breach thus made the 
intrepid company rushed in and hlew 
cpen the second gate in ‘the same man- 
rer. The garrison appear to

The castle feil into the hands of the 
Jepaness at 10 am.., or two hours after 
the attack was opened. To do justice 
to tho defenders, it ought to be added 
that they numbered oniy 1,103 men of 
all arms, and so fought at great oddu. 
Th> Japanese casualties were only 
about a dezen wounded, but not a ‘sin- 
gle soldier killed. The Chinese xilled 
by the fire of the Japanese numbered 
about 200, including soldiers and peo- 
pie who were living in the fort. 

The spolls fourd were numerous. The 
smal arms aggregated cver 1,000 stands 
and the guns numbered 228, both of the 
newest type. Several magazines weil 
istecked with ammunition were also 
fcurd tn the castle. In addition, 2,000 
bales of rice and 1,000 koku (5,130 bush- 
els) of millet were s2ized as pr’z2s of 
war.

To- 
day the Ogilvie milling trust is one 
of tke great concerns of the wheat 
belt, manufacturing flour right at the 
door of the producer and distributing 
jt in Ontario. The quality of the 
article is by no means equal to that 
produced by the smaller mills of On- 


believe the business wili rapidly be 
transferred to the eactern secticn of 
the Dominion. 

For instance, there are economic 
conditions that make it difficult for 
even the great Ogilvie milling trust, 
with connections reaching around the 
world, ts compete with the Ontario 
manufacturers in the home market. 
The exportable surplus may always 


tario, and there are mnay reasons to | 
\ 


remain in the colossal combines, for 
remcte sections are not as particular 
as to the quality of the flour they 
consume as Ontario, but the vast vol- 
ume of flour taken by that section of 
Canada between Windsor and Mon- 
treal will probably be ground near 
the point of final distribution. 
Today the fuel of the great Ogilvie 
mill at Winnipeg costs something like 
$11 per ton, as compared with $3.90 
for steam coal in Ontario. This may 
vary, but it is one of the substantial 
reasons why the tendency is to manu- 
facture flour farther east. This huge 
firm carries a line of ninety six ele- 
vators in the west to store grain in. 
The cost of fuel cuis down this ad- 
vantage and gives the Ontario miller 
an “even break.” The inevitable pre- 
sence of Niagara electrical! energy as 
a cheapening factor means additional 
reasons why Ontario factorymen may 
hope to compete with the trust. 
Then, too, the cost of freight on 
grain in bulk is cheaper by the water 
and rail highway than flour, which 
must go under the “neckage” sche- 
dule. When both staples go by rail, 
however, the rate is the same. Since | 
the water route is favored = 
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wholly by this traffic, this item is of 
great importance. Therefore, an On- 
tario investor may ship grain from 
Brandon to Ontario by the milling in 
transit rate, tura it into flour and 
end the product for export on 4a 
brough rate, cheaper than the Ogil- 
ie people can bope to send their 
lour from here to the seaboard and 
the excess rate charged on package 
freight This factor promises to fi- 
gure very ext2n:ively in the milling 
industry within the next few years, 
especially if Ontario secures cheap 
energy from Niagara.
